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on which compensation or damages are to be awarded
shall still continue in force. That the fees of the commis-
sioners, clerk and other officers shall be paid by said com-
pany, except in case ot appeal, in which case the court ii°ner«, &o
shall award costs to the successful party, as in other cases ;
Provided, That no appeal shall operate to stay the work
iipon such road or deprive said company of the use of the
premises affected, In case the company shall pay into court
the amount awarded by the commissioners and adjudged
to the property of such appellant. That said company
may exonerate itself from all liability as to the application
of the amount awarded to or for any particular tract, by
paying the same into court, and in all such cases the court
may adjudge and determine upon motion or interpleader
as between the parties claiming the same, who is entitled
thereto.
